18.03.2020 and 23.03.2020. 


COVID-19 Emergency Fund of Rs. 1.00 Lakh per district: (Rs.2 lacs for 


- Bengaluru Urban)was provided to meet the COVID-19 related expenses of 


the GoviHomeés i in the Districts vide QE No: KSICPS/LEPAVI- 01/Ba vi 
Aw/31/2019 20 dated 19/03/2020. 


Following the Supreme Court Directions in the Order dt: 23.03.2020 formed 
State Level COVID-19 | Monitoring Team through . Order No: 
KSICPS/COVID-19/1/2019-20 dated: 26.03.2020 to. oversee the 


implementation of the COVID-19 related precautions in all the Child Care 


Institutions (CCTs). The Monitoring Team conduéted detailed meetings on 
27.03.2020, 07.04.2020 and 16.04.2020 to follow up the. proper 
implementation of the COVID-19 Precautionary measures in all the CCls. 


. DCPOs are working in Co-ordination . with ‘District administration to 


implement COVID precautions andnecessary Steps are being takenincluding 
Fumigation of Homes. Directorate also issued specific directions with regard 


to regular Fumigation through letter dated 06.04.2020 


. Ensured that Lockdown Passes are issued to Child Line team in all the 


Districts to enableemergency child protection activities to take place without 


any interruption. 


. CWC's andlJBs are taking up urgent matters through Video Calls, 


Conference callsetc and issuing necessary orders. 


. We encouraged CCI staff to stay within the CCIs only where ever possible 


to avoid chances of infection due to staff travel. 


. ICPS Directorate has issued directions regarding purchase of Infrared 


Digital Non-contact Thermometer by the CCls and at the level of each CCI 
itself to enable measuring the temperature of the children on a-daily basis 


and maintain Register for the same through letter dated:09/04/2020. 


. As DCPU has only one vehicle and as it is: difficult to ‘supervise the 


implementation of the COVID precautions in all the CCIs across.the District 


a request letter dated: 10.04.2020 was sent to Director, Women and child 


Development Dept to direct the Child Development Project Officers, CDPOs 


to cooperate and coordinate with the DCPOs in ensuring the Implementation 


of the COVID precautions in all ihe CCls.

issued directions t0 Conduct competitions among children ‘to ‘remove fear 
and anxiety created by the COVID-19 situation and to encourage the 
positive attitude and keep them engaged in creative activities. so that they 
are mentally happy, healthy, positive in mind in this COVID-19 period 
through letter Dated: 11.04.2020.

Released and Residing in Observation Homes.According to this report 59 


children’ have been released between 31.03.2020 and 22.04.2020 and 72 


children are residing in all 17 Observation Homes(OHs) and one Special 


Home and one Place of Safety as on 22.04.2020. 


12.Like wise in case of Children in need of Care and Protection{(CNCP) in 156 
‘Govt funded CCIs 1906 Children went to Families in the month of March- 
2020 and later in the month of April-2020 338 children went back to 
Families and as on 18.05.2020 only 1595 children are staying in 125 CCIs 
and 357 children are staying in 31 SAAS. 


- 13.To give special attention to the implementation of the COVID-19 


Precautions in the Specialized Adoption Agencies(SAAs) that care ‘0 to 6 
age group children a COVID-Core Committee for SAAs has been 
constituted exclusively through Directorate Order dt: 05.04.2020 Mvoling

 14.To implement Hon’ble Supreme Court’s Directions at Para 10 of the

with Foster Care along with fixed Formats to submit the compliance with 
regard to the implementation of the CovID-19 precautions for the children 
in Foster Care through Directorate letter dated:16.04.2020 


15.To implement the Hon'ble Supreme Court's Directions at Para 6(3) of the 
SuoMotu WP(C) No:4/2020 Dated: 03.04.2020 clear directions were issued 
that any dereliction of duty will attract serious punishments through 


Directorate letter dated: 08.04.2020 


16.To keep regular watch about the COVID-19 related awareness sessions, 
medical check-ups, counseling sessions and Fumigations done in each CCI, 


a fixed Format was given to all the DCPOs to submit the details of the same 


through the Directorate Jetter dated: 08.04.2020. Accordingly for the week 
of 11.04.2020 to 17.04.2020 it is reported that in all the 156 Govt funded 
CCIs around 300 awareness Sessions, 263 medical ckeck-ups, 347. 


counselling sessions and 221 fumigation rounds were conducted. 


17. Through Directorate letter dated 09.04.2020 directions were issued to all the 
DCPOs to caution the Private NGO run CCIs that if they do not cooperate 
with the District Child Protection Units (DCPUs) in implementing the:

19.To keep monitoring the preparedness in terms of the Personal Protection. 
Equipment Stocks a fixed Format was given to all the DCPOs to submit the 
Stock details of the Masks, Gloves, Sanitizers, Hand wash, Medicines - 


stocked in the CCIs through the Directorate letter dated: 05.04.2020. 


20.As per the Supreme Court Orders dt: 07.04.2020 and 13.04.2020 it is being 
monitored that DCPOs are ensuring that there are no problenis for the 
twansportation of the children who are being released from the Observation 


 Homes/CCls to reach their Native places. - 


21.To get the Health Status Report of all the Govt funded CCI children on a 
weekly basis.one Directorate Officer was designated through the Directorate 
Order dated: 31.03.2020. According to these Reports till date there is NO 
COVID positive child in any of the CCIs. 


22.DCPOs & DCPU members are visiting the CCIs regularly to ensure proper 
implementation of the COVID-19 precautionary measures. As per the 
Reports received in this regard from March 10" to April 20" all the 30 

| DCPOs put together did around 900 inspections of the 156 Gowt funded 
CCIs and Srl 560 inspections of the Private CCIs. This includes repeated ¥ 


inspections to the same CCIs various times.
